Brazilian airliner crash kills 98, 
Paulo neighborhood 


ignites Sao

SAO PAULO, Brazil — A Brazilian jetliner 
crashed into a residential neighborhood in Sao 
Paulo shortly after takeoff Thursday, igniting 
flames that engulfed apartments, homes and cars. A 
civil defense official said all 95 people on board 
were. killed. 

Three other bodies were pulled from the rubble, 
and the death toll was expected to rise as firefight- 
ers searched homes and apartments struck and set 
on fire by the crash. 

At least three Americans were on the plane, the 
U.S. consulate in Sao Paulo said. 

Citibank identified one American as David 
Francis Tobolla, a financial director at the compa- 
ny. His hometown was not released. A second was 
identified as David Andrews, 49, of San Jose, 
Calif., a vice president of Behring Diagnostics Inc.- 
Americas, a subsidiary of the Hoescht pharmaceuti- 
cal group. 

There was no word on the nationalities of others 
on the plane. 

One resident of the middle-class neighborhood 
where the plane crashed said he saw “a river of fuel 
on fire flowing down the street.” 

Dozens of bodies lay covered with black plastic 
on the sidewalk while firemen sprayed water on 
smoking rubble. Pieces of the plane were strewn 
over the neighborhood, and parked cars were burn- 
ing. 

Thirteen people were treated for shock, burns and 
minor injuries at the nearby Jabaquara Municipal 
Hospital. Seven were hospitalized, one in serious 
condition with burns. 

Police officers and firefighters used plywood 
planks as makeshift stretchers to carry bodies to 
black morgue trucks. 

Roberto Pacheco de Toledo, head of the police’s 
Special Operations Group, said 98 bodies were in 
the morgue. 

“They all were mutilated and carbonized,” he 
said, asking families to bring dental records to help 
identify the victims. “There’s no sense in just com- 
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ing (to the morgue), because they won’t recognize 
anyone.” 

The vice president of the regional airline that 
owned the plane, TAM, said the plane’s two flight 
data recorders were recovered from the rubble. 
They were sent to Air Force for investigation, Luiz 
Eduardo Falco said. 

“When we arrived, we saw cars burning, houses 
demolished, and parts of bodies amid the wreck- 
age,” said Col. Leopoldo Correia of the Sao Paulo 
fire department. “It was like a scene from Dante’s 
Inferno.” 

Part of the fuselage stuck out of a garage roof. 
Pieces of twisted metal and melted plastic littered 


the asphalt on Luis Orsini de Castro Street. Black 
smoke poured into the sky. F 

“I knew something was wrong with this one. The 
noise was too loud,” said resident Joao Cardoso. 
“All of a sudden I heard an explosion that shook the 
roof of my house.” 

He said when he rushed out of his house, all he. 
could see was smoke and blazing fuel on the street. 

The Fokker-100 was leaving Sao Paulo on a 45- 
minute flight to Rio de Janeiro when it crashed 
about one mile from the runway, civil defense Sgt. 
Carlos Santana said by telephone. 

“Our information from the scene is that there were 
no survivors,” he said. : 

Santana said the plane took off at 8:30 a.m.7in 
clear, sunny weather and failed to gain altitude, 
striking an apartment building and 10 houses ‘and 
then bursting into flames. > 

Gerson de Paula, a 27-year-old hairdresser, said 
the plane clipped an apartment building, hit the 
ground and skidded along the street, spilling fuel 
and igniting cars and homes. 

The Congonhas airport, which handles domestic 
flights for Sao Paulo, was closed briefly because of 
the heavy smoke. 

President Fernando Henrique Cardoso promised.a 
thorough investigation and expressed his sympa- 
thies for the victims’ families. SA4o Paulo Mayor 
Paulo Maluf declared three days of mourning. 

Fire fighters blocked off the crash site, where red- 
tile-roofed houses lined narrow, winding streets. _ 

Conceicao de Souza Gomes tried to help a neigh- 
bor staggering down the street after the crash. 

“T heard an explosion, and I saw a man with his 
hair on fire. I put it out with some rags,” she said, 
“He was still conscious and saying ‘Help me, for 
the love of God.’” 

She said an ambulance took the man away. ; 

Sonia Litwin was alone at home when the plane 
crashed and her house caught on fire. She fled to 
the roof, and her neighbor extended a plank from ~ 
his roof so she could escape the flames. 4

According to a Garfield County press release, 
county citizens and leaders are fed up with 
Washington bureaucracy. 

County commissioners stressed the point that 
agreements that rely upon the commitments made 
by the current administration are “not worth the 
paper they are written on.” 

County concerns about the monument’s creation, 
enumerated by Liston, include questions about land 
use, adequate transportation capabilities, law 
enforcement needs and water supply issues. 

In Washington, Congressman Bill Orton’s office 
is seeing much of last month’s work to involve the 


public in southern Utah in the monument’s plan- 
ning process as thanklessly rewarded. 

Orton, who vehemently opposed the creation of 
the monument, has fought diligently since the mon- 
ument’s announcement to create concessions to 
allow Utahns to be involved with the planning pro- 
cedures. The $100,000 start-up funds for Kane and 
Garfield counties were part of those concessions. 

Orton’s Washington office said Wednesday that 
because Garfield County has rejected the money, 
the money will now go to Kane County, awarding 
them the full $200,000 intended to be split between 
the two. 

Garfield county commissioners say that Orton’s 
work was a political move to garner votes for the 
impending election. 

Garfield county commissioners continued their 
maelstrom of discontent by calling the Clinton 
administration’s creation of the monument a “mali- 
ciously orchestrated land grab.”

Culberson, 27, should be so lucky. Pepper-sprayed, handcuffed and hauled 
off to jail, he now faces charges of armed robbery, armed carjacking, armed 
kidnapping and aggravated assault. He’s also charged with biting the dog, a 
third-degree felony. 


4 try brewing up steroids, end up in hospital 


MASSAPEQUA PARK, N.Y. — Four would-be body builders botched the 
recipe when they cooked up a batch of homemade steroids and wound up 
drinking a toxic mixture that landed them all in the hospital. 

Police said James Raman, 20, and several friends mixed the chemicals at his 
home Tuesday night to create a muscle-building power drink, apparently fol- 
lowing a recipe in a bodybuilding book. 

“They were supposed to let it sit for a while until it reached a certain pH 
level,” said Nassau County police spokesman Bill Bendel. “At the level they 
drank it, it was like drinking lye.” 

Raman and his friends swallowed small quantities of the drink and immedi- 
ately suffered severe reactions. 

Raman was in very critical condition today at Nassau County Medical Center 
with internal injuries affecting his respiratory system. 

John Rojas, 21, who received third-degree burns to his face when he passed 
out into the mix, was in critical but stable condition. Adam White, 20, was in 
stable condition today and Anthony Badalamenti, 19, was released Wednesday 
evening. 

A book called “Underground Steroid Handbook” was found at the scene, 
police said. 


Criminals help capture suspected car thief 


NEWPORT NEWS, Va. — Two criminals gave police a lesson on how to 
catch a thief as they chased down a car theft suspect near an elementary school 
where they had been cutting grass. 

“It happened so fast, you really don’t know what to think,” 
who has about a year to serve on a five-year drug sentence.

Odwalla apple juice linked to E. Coli cases 


SEATTLE — A popular brand of fruit juices was pulled off store shelves in 
seven Western states and Canada after health officials linked the product to an 
outbreak of E. coli bacterial poisoning. 

As of Wednesday, health officials in Washington state had confirmed 13 cases 
of E. coli infection, -and at least 10 of them involved Odwalla fruit juices. At 
least eight possible cases were also being investigated. 

Most of the victims have been children. One boy remained hospitalized; the 
other victims were not seriously ill. 

Health officials used dietary histories taken on the victims, coupled with 
genetic “fingerprinting” of the bacteria, to trace the outbreak to a batch of 
unpasteurized apple juice that Odwalla uses as an ingredient in many of its 
fresh mixed-fruit beverages. 

“The public is admonished not to drink Odwalla fruit juice containing apple 
juice,’ Dr. Alonzo Plough, director of the Seattle-King County Department of 


Public Health, told a news conference.

Shannon Monroe, a senior from Martinez, 
California, majoring in psychology and French. 
Monroe serves as the council’s peer support com- 
mittee chair. 

“The purpose of peer support is simply to help 
students who may have questions about the Honor 
Code,” she said. “We work with all kinds of stu- 
dents, not just the ones who are in trouble.” 

“T don’t think the Honor Code Council has gotten 
their message across to the general population of 
the student body,” said John Larsen, a senior from 
Vancouver, Washington majoring in accounting. 
Larsen said he has heard very little about the Honor 
Code Council since coming to BYU three years 
ago, and that he thinks the HCC suffers from a lack 
of notoriety. 

“TI support the Honor Code and think it’s great 
there’s an organization out there willing to promote 
it,” he said. “But because I haven’t heard much 
about the HCC, it’s easy to believe the misconcep- 
tions I’ve heard.” 

The misconceptions are few, but seem to run 


homogenous around campus. 

“Some people think the HCC is a power-driven 
group that get together to gossip about the struggles 
and mistakes of other students,” said Richelle 
Anderson, former adviser to the Honor Code 
Council. “In reality, the students who join the 
Honor Code Council just want to serve their peers 
in an effort to maintain the uniqueness of the uni- 
versity.” 

Other students refer to a referral card which 
appeared a year ago in the Daily Universe as proof 
that the HCC wants to get students in trouble. The 
referral card was never meant for students, but was 
actually an educational experience meant for 
administrators. 

“That was all part of promoting an awareness of 
the Honor Code on campus,” Anderson said. “HCC 
members have never been allowed to refer students 
to the council.”

pools and other facilities to house 
these kids.” 

Opponents of the tax increase 
argue the definition of recreation is 
too broad, leaving it ambiguous as 
to where the money will be spent. 
“Nobody can predict how the coun- 
ty commission would spend the 
money,” said Robert Breeze, a crim- 
inal defense lawyer heading opposi- 
tion to Proposal 1. 

The proposal says that 52.5 per- 
cent of the revenue will go to 
“botanical and cultural organiza- 
tions with average annual operating 
expenses of more than $250,000.” 
The main recipients would be the 
Utah Symphony, Ballet West, Utah 
Opera Company and Red Butte 
Gardens. 

Although the opposition to the tax 
is smaller and less vocal than three 
years ago, the opposition has strong 
feelings, Christensen said. A cry of 
“reverse-Robin Hood” echoes their 


belief that the burden of the tax falls 
heavily on lower income families. 
The poor, they argue, will be paying 
for the rich to attend the opera. 

“This proposal is not to rob the 
poor,’ Roemer said. “This is about 
taking the elitism out of the arts.” 

“T don’t see it as being a burden on 
anyone,’ Roemer said. “Utah has 
had a very long history of support- 
ing the community. As we grow and 
expand, it would be shortsighted on 
our part to not continue supporting.” 

The tax would help recipients pro- 
vide free admission days and perfor- 
mances and would contribute to 
educational programs, Roemer said. 

Around 100,000 children attended 
school programs at Ballet West, the 
Utah Symphony and Utah Opera 
last year.

The show never aired, but about two 
weeks after it was taped, Jones read a 


statement on the air. 

In the statement, part of which Jones 
read in court, the show said it wanted 
to set the record straight “about a 
show involving secret admirers.”

WASHINGTON — President Clinton entered the 
campaign’s final weekend leading in more than 
enough states to win a second term, but was locked 
in a tight race with Bob Dole in the Mountain West 
and across the South, according to a 50-state 
Associated Press survey. 

Benefiting from leads in Pacific states and the 
industrial belt stretching from New Jersey to 
Illinois, Clinton was clearly leading in 25 states and 
the District of Columbia with a combined 314 elec- 
toral votes — 44 more than the 270 needed to win 
the White House, according to the AP review. 

Dole could bank on fewer than a dozen states and 
100 electoral votes. 

The review involved state polling data and inter- 
views with campaign and party officials. Ross 
Perot’s support was approaching double digits in 
many states, but he was still a distant third every- 
where. 

“Bob Dole is the underdog,’ GOP Chairman 
Haley Barbour said Thursday in a considerable 
understatement. “But he can still win.” 

As Dole seeks a dramatic comeback and Clinton 
bids for an Electoral College landslide, the key in 
the closing days is a dozen tossup states in which 
neither candidate can claim a comfortable lead. 

This group includes several traditional Republican 
strongholds that have eluded Dole throughout the 
fall: Florida, Arizona, Indiana, Virginia and South 
Dakota. Other battlegrounds include Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Georgia, Nevada, Montana and 
Colorado. 

Republicans put Louisiana on this list, too, though

Democrats said Clinton’s lead is comfortable there 
and nationally. “I cannot remember approaching 
Election Day with a map that has been so positive 
and so truly national for a Democratic presidential 
campaign, said Clinton Deputy Campaign 
Manager Ann Lewis. 


The key in the closing days is a 
dozen tossup states in which nei- 
ther candidate can claim a com- 
fortable lead. 


Perot’s higher profile in the final days appears to 
be bringing him additional support, and bringing 
Clinton down a few points in many states. But Dole 
is still below 40 percent in many states and most 
national polls. 

“T still talk personally to a lot of grudging voters,” 
said Oregon pollster Tim Hibbitts. “I see (Clinton’s) 
margins here narrowing as he suffers some bleedout 
to Ross Perot and Ralph Nader.” 

Republican pollster Ed Goeas said he still saw 
Clinton on track to win but predicted he would 
again fall short of 50 percent because of Perot and 
Nader’s Green Party candidacy. 

Dole vowed to prove the skeptics wrong and said 
that beginning at noon today he would campaign 
virtually nonstop for 96 hours in pursuit of 270 
electoral votes. “J will give it all I’ve got,” he vowed 
at a Miami event.

“If UTEP is going to change the

‘have to contain BYU’s high-pow- 
ered offensive attack. 

'-The Cougars are fourth in the 
nation in total offense, averaging 
499.8 yards per game. The offense 
is directed by the nation’s leader in 
‘Passing efficiency, quarterback 

Steve Sarkisian, with a 182.0 rat- 
ing. He is also the first quarterback 
in the nation to pass for more than 
| 3,000 yards (3,060). 

,. When Sarkisian drops back to 
pass, he has many targets to throw 
to. His primary receiver this year 
has been tight end Itula Mili — the 

nation’s leading tight end with 39 
receptions and 608 yards. 

“The receiving corps are also forti- 
fied by tight end Chad Lewis and 
‘Wide receivers Kaipo McGuire and 
KO. Kealaluhi. Lewis and 
McGuire have 18 consecutive 
games with at least one catch, and 
‘Kealaluhi leads the team in receiv- 
ang yardage (667), but may not play 
because of a strained medial collat- 
‘eral ligament in his left knee, which 
occurred in the TCU game. 

BYU’s passing attack has been 
aided by an improved running 
game. After its first three games, 
BYU averaged 103.7 yards per 
game on the ground, but now 
Srinds out an average of 148.0 
yards per game.

SALT LAKE CITY — The first paid 
executive director of the Sierra Club is

Brower said lower- 
ing the level of the 
reservoir on the 
Utah-Arizona border 
makes sense eco- 
nomically and envi- 
ronmentally. 

The loss of power 
generation from 
Glen Canyon Dam, which forms Lake 
Powell, could be more than offset by 
energy-conservation measures, and 
more water would be available because 
less would evaporate, he argues. 

Under Brower’s proposal, the dam 
would stay in place and would be used 
again only when Lake Mead filled 
with Colorado River silt, a process that 
he estimates will take 150 to 200 
years. In the meantime, much of Glen 
Canyon — a place Brower describes as 
the most beautiful on earth — would 
be exposed once again. 

Katie Lee, who attended a luncheon 
sponsored by the Glen Canyon 
Institute and the Utah Rivers Council 
on Wednesday, visited Glen Canyon 
every year from 1954 until 1963 when 
the gates on the dam were shut. She is 
bitter about the loss. 

“This is an excellent idea,’ she said 
of Brower’s proposal. “But there is an 
even better idea.

Greene, who did not seek re-election, 
had blamed her financial troubles on 
deceptions perpetrated on her and oth- 
ers by Waldholtz. 

U.S. Attorney Eric Holder Jr. issued a 
two-paragraph public statement clear- 
ing Greene because of “overwhelming 
public interest” in the case. “No crimi- 
nal charges are being filed against the 
congresswoman,” Holder said. 

An aide to Greene, Linda Toy, said 
Greene would issue a written reaction 
on Friday. 

Holder’s investigation focused on 
allegations about her campaigns for 
Congress in 1992 and 1994 and her 
personal and family finances, including 
her federal income tax returns. 

“Today’s closure of the investigation 
being conducted by the U.S. Attorney’s 
office does not affect the ongoing 
investigation by the Federal Election 
Commission into the 1992 ‘Send Enid 
Greene to Congress Committee’ and 
the ‘Enid in ‘94’ campaign,” Holder 
said. 

Waldholtz pleaded guilty to four 


felonies in June. He had been free and living with his 
father and stepmother awaiting sentencing. But the gov- 
ernment told U.S. District Judge Norma Holloway 
Johnson that he was continuing to commit crimes and had 
become addicted to heroin, so she ordered him jailed late

SALT LAKE CITY — If sentiments 
of the state’s high school students are 
any indication, Republican presiden- 
tial candidate Bob Dole is due for a 
landslide victory in Utah next 
Tuesday. 

In a mock election involving 211 
schools throughout the state, Dole 
captured 30,720 votes, or 49.76 per- 
cent, to Democratic President 
Clinton’s 18,799, or 30.45 percent. 

Reform Party candidate Ross Perot 
garnered 7,753, or 12.56 percent, 
according to figures released 
Thursday by Utah State Office of 
Education. 

The results were tallied Wednesday 
by volunteers from the Deseret News, 
Olympus High School and the 
League of Women Voters. 

In congressional and gubernatorial 
races, students also were consistently 
conservative in their choices. 

Incumbent Republican James 
Hansen had 12,875 votes, or 64.68 
percent to beat Democrat Greg 
Sanders (4,534, 22.78 percent) in the 
Ist District; the GOP’s Merrill Cook 
won the 2nd District with 11,215 
votes, or 58.33 percent to Democratic

runner-up Ross Anderson’s 5,445, or 
28.32 percent; and Republican Chris 
Cannon had 7,797, or 48.2 percent, to 
beat incumbent Democrat Bill Orton

Mike 
Leavitt with 43,816 votes, or 74.73 
percent, over Democrat Jim Bradley 
(8,355, 14.25 percent). 

Nearly 57 percent of students 
ranked fighting crime and violence in 
the classroom and at home as the top 
issue, followed by protecting the 
environment (15 percent), creating 
jobs and improving the economy (14) 
and universal health care (14).
